Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  forward  you  my  Report  for  tlie  Twelve  Months 
ending  December  31st,  1910. 

POPULATION. 

The  ]jopulation  of  the  District,  according  to  the  census 
of  1901,  was  9,020,  and  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year 
1910  was  10,500. 

AREA. 

The  total  area  of  the  District  is  4,711  acres. 

BIRTHS. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy-five  Inrths  have  been 
registered,  a decrease  of  twenty-live  from  last  year. 
Earsdon  Township,  155 ; Backworth  Township,  55 ; Holy- 
well  Township,  101 ; Murton  Township,  64. 

These  births  give  a birth  rate  of  35*71  per  thousand  per 
annum 

In  1909  the  birth  rate  was  38*09  per  thousand  per  annum. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deatlis,  after  deducting  those  of  non- 
residents who  liave  died  in  the  District,  and  adding  those 
of  residej]ts  wJio  have  died  outside  the  District,  is  154,  and 
gives  a death  rate  of  14*66  per  thousand  per  amium. 

In  1909  the  death  rate  was  13*14  jjer  thousand  per  annum. 
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ZYSVIOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 

There  have  been  22  deaths  from  Zymotic  Disease,  which 
gives  a death  rate  of  2’09  per  thoiisami  per  annum. 

In  1909  the  rate  was  1*3  per  thousand  per  annum 

In  1908  the  rate  was  4 per  thousand  per  annum. 

Of  these  deaths,  9 occurred  in  Earsdon  Township.

PHTHISIS  DEATH  RATE. 

There  have  been  10  deaths  from  Phthisis  during  the 
year,  which  gives  a death  rate  of  ‘95  i)er  thousand  per 
annum,  a decrease  of  *35  from  tliat  of  last  vear.

Notes  to  Tables  IV.  and  V. 

(a-)  In  Table  lY.,  all  deaths  of  “ Residents  ” occurring  in  public  institu- 
tions, whether  within  or  wdthoiit  the  district,  are  to  be  indmh'd  wdth 
the  other  deaths  in  the  coltiiiins  for  the  several  age  groups  (coluimis 
2-8).  They  are  also,  in  colnmns  9-15,  to  be  included  among  the  deatlis 
in  their  respective  “ Localities  ” according  to  the  previous  addresses 
of  tlie  deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “ Non-resi- 
dents ” occurring  in  public  institutions  in  thi'  district  are  in  like 
manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of  Table  IV. 

(t)  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “ Residents  ” and  “ Non- 
residents,” and  as  to  the  “Public  Institutions”  to  be  taken  into 
account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Ta1)les.  The  “Localities”  in 
Table  TV,  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  Tl.  and  III, 

(r)  All  deaths  occurring  in  pul)lic  institutions  situated  within  the  district, 
whether  of  “ Residents  ” or  of  “ Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to 
being  dealt  with  as  in  note  {<i),  to  l)e  entered  in  tlie  last  column  of 
Table  IV.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should  equal  the  hgures 
for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  1. 

{d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “ Localities  ” in  columns  9-15  of  Table 
IV.  should  equal  those  for  the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table 
II.,  sul)-columns  (c).  The  total  deaths  at  all  ages  in  column  2 of 
Table  IV.  should  equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the  figures 
for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

(r)  Under  the  heading  of  “ Diarrhoea  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  registered 
as  due  to  Epidemic  Diarriioea,  Epidemic  Enteritis,  Infective  Enteritis, 
Zymotic  Enteritis,  Summer  Diarrha'a,  Dysentery  and  Dysenteric 
Diarrhoea,  Choleraic  Diarrlioea,  Cholera  (other  than  Asiatic  or 
epidemic),  and  Cliolera  Nostras. 

Deaths  from  Diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  Avell-deflned  disease 
should  l)e  included  under  the  latter. 

Deaths  from  Enteritis,  JMuco-enteritis,  Gastro-enteritis,  and  Gastritis 
(see  under  the  heading  Diarrlioeal  Diseases  in  Table  V.)  in  Tables 
IV.  and  V.  should  be  placed  immediately  below,  but  separately  from, 
those  enumerated  under  the  heading  Diarrhoea  as  defined  by  enumer- 
ation above.  This  is  particularly  important  for  deaths  under  one 
year  of  age,  as  many  of  the  deaths  in  infancy  returned  as  due  to 
Enteritis  are  really  caused  by  Epidemic  Diarrhoea..  In  the  course  of 
years,  by  tlie  adoption  of  this  recommendation,  it  wall  be  practicable 
to  ascertain  the  probable  amount  of  trahsfer  between  these  different 
headings. 

(/')  Under  the  headings  of  “Cancer”  and  “Puerperal  Fever”  should  be 
included  all  registered  deatlis  from  causes  comprised  within  these 
general  terms.  Thus:  Under  “Cancer”  should  be  included  deaths 
from  Cancer,  Carcinoma,  Malignant  Disease,  Scirrhus,  Ejiithelioma, 
Sarcoma,  Villous  Tumour,  and  Papilloma  of  Bladder,  Rodent  Ulcer. 
Under  “ Puerperal  Fever  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Pymmia, 
Septicmmia,  Saprmmia,  Pelvic  Peritonitis,  Peri-  and  Endo-Metritis 
occurring  in  the  Puerperium. 

Under  “ Congenital  Defects  ” in  Table  V.  are  to  be  included  deaths  from 
Atelectasis,  Icterus  Neonatorum,  Navel  Hmmorrhage,  Malformations, 
and  Congenital  Hydrocephalus. 

{h)  Under  “Tuberculous  Meningitis”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Acute 
Hydrocephalus. 

(i)  Under  “ Other  Tuberculous  Diseases  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis,  Tuberculosis  of  Bones,  Joints,  and  other  Organs,  Lupus 
and  Scrofula. 

{j)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest 
cases  are  to  be  classed  as  “ Certified  ;”  all  other  deaths  are  to  be 
regarded  as  “Uncertified.”

In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  L,  11.,  111., 
IV  , and  V.,  attention  has  lieen  given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tallies.

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INFANT  (VSORTALITY. 

There  liave  been  04  deaths  of  children  under  one  year, 
which  gives  a mortality  rate  of  170  ])er  1000  births. 

In  1909  the  rate  was  107  per  1000  births. 

Of  these  deaths,  25  have  occurred  in  Earsdon  Township, 
which  gives  a mortality  rate  of  16T2  per  1000  births ; 7 
occurred  in  Backworth  Township,  which  gives  a mortality 
rate  of  127*2  per  1000  births;  21  occurred  in  Holywell 
Township,  which  gives  a mortality  rate  of  207’9  i)er  1000 
births ; and  11  occurred  in  Murton  Township,  which 
gives  a mortality  rate  of  171*8  per  1000  births. 

I am  sorry  to  say  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
rate  in  each  of  the  Townships. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  have  beeji  101  cases  of  Infections  Disease  during 
the  year,  an  increase  of  32  upon  that  of  last  year,  and 
repi  esents  an  attack  rate  of  9*6  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  diseases  notified  were  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever 
Puerperal  Fever,  Continued  Fever,  Di|ihtheria  and  Ej*ysi- 
pelas,  which  have  occurred  at  the  places  and  iji  the  months 
indicated  below. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Seventy-two  cases  have  occurred,  which  repi'esents  an 
attack  rate  of  6*8  per  1000  per  annum. 

Earsdon  Township.— Eighteen  cases;  1 in  January,  2 
in  February,  1 in  March,  2 in  May,  4 in  June,  1 in  July, 
3 in  September,  1 in  October,  and  3 in  December. 

Backworth  Township. — Thirty-two  cnses  ; 3 in  .January, 
1 in  February,  1 in  May,  6 in  June,  1 in  July,  7 in  August, 
7 in  September,  1 in  October,  and  5 in  November. 

Holywell  Township. — Twenty  cases  ; 8 in  .January,  2 in 
February,  2 in  March,  3 in  A|)ril,  2 in  May,  1 in  Scjitember, 
1 in  October,  and  1 in  December. 

Murton  Township. — Two  cases ; 1 in  October,  and  1 
in  December. 

There  have  been  two  deaths  from  this  disease,  which 
has  been  prevalent  in  the  Earsdon,  Backworth,  and  Holy- 
well  Townships.  There  has  been  a large  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  in  the  Backworth  Township  compared 
wdth  last  year. 

Seven  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

There  have  been  nine  cases  of  Enteric  Fevei*. 

Earsdon  Township. — 1Vo  cases;  1 in  May,  and  1 in 
October. 
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Holywell  Township. — Seven  cases  ; 3 in  September,  2 
in  October,  and  2 in  November. 

All  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  were  of  a mild  type. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

One  case  occurred  at  Barsdon  in  March. 

CONTINUED  FEVER. 

One  case  occurred  in  the  Barsdon  Township  in  December, 
and  was  removed  to  the  Hospital. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  have  been  nine  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

Barsdon  Township. — Three  cases ; 1 in  January,  and  2 
in  October. 

Backworth  Township. — One  case  in  October. 

Holywell  Township. — Pour  cases ; 1 in  February,  and 
3 in  April. 

Murton  Township. — One  case  in  February. 

These  cases  were  of  a mild  type,  and  six  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

There  have  been  nine  cases  of  Brysipelas. 

Barsdon  Township. - -Four  cases ; 1 in  March,  1 in 

September,  1 in  November  and  1 in  December. 

Backworth  Township.  -One  case  in  August. 

Holywell  Township. — Four  cases;  1 in  January,  2 in 
March,  and  1 in  May. 

Measles  were  very  prevalent  at  Shiremoor— in  the 
Barsdon  Townshi]) — during  September,  and  at  New  York — 
in  the  Murton  Township — during  November,  and  the  school 
at  each  place  was  closed  in  consequence. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  not  notifiable  in  this  district.

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HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

The  most  of  the  people  in  the  district  are  employed  in 
coal  mining.  Many  of  them  live  in  houses  provided  by  the 
Coal  Companies,  and  others  in  houses  rented  from  private 
owners. 

Many  of  the  houses,  I am  glad  to  say,  have  been  improved 
since  my  special  reports  in  1909,  but  many  are  still  defective, 
and  there  is  still  some  overcrowding  in  parts  of  the  district. 

At  Murton  Village  all  the  old  property  reported  upon 
has  been  repaired,  spouting  put  up,  and  earth  closets  sub- 
stituted for  open  ashpits,  and  five  of  the  houses  were  closed 
and  pulled  down. 

At  Hedley’s  Buildings,  New  York,  several  earth  closets 
have  been  substituted  for  open  ashpits,  and  the  back  street 
at  this  place  has  been  properly  re-laid. 

At  Shiremoor,  the  front  street  has  been  relaid  at  Emmerson 
Place,  which  has  greatly  improved  the  entrance  to  the 
Colliery  Rows  there.  The  relaying  of  the  streets  at  Duke 
Street  and  Percy  Street  has  been  completed.  Duchess 
Street,  Louisa  Street,  and  Wood  Row  should  also  be  done, 
and  earth  closets  substituted  for  the  open  ashpits  now  in  use. 

At  Bertram  Place  the  back  streets  require  to  be  put  in 
order. 

At  Backworth,  Percy,  and  Warkworth  Streets  have  been 
relaid,  and  Prudhoe  and  Hotspur  Streets  are  now  being 
done.  The  footpaths  at  Backworth  have  been  improved. 

At  New  Backworth,  the  spouting  of  some  of  the  houses 
is  defective,  and  the  large  uncovered  ashpits  are  still  used. 

Some  of  the  houses  at  West  Holywell  are  still  in  a damp 
condition,  and  have  uncovered  ashpits. 

At  Laurel  Terrace  and  Mortimer  Terrace,  Holywell,  the 
streets  have  been  relaid. 

The  East  Holywell  Coal  Company  have  heightened  some 
of  their  houses  at  North  Row,  which  is  a great  iniprovement. 
The  other  houses  in  this  row  still  require  to  be  done. 
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TAventy-five  new  houses  and  two  shops  have  been  erected 
in  the  Earsdon  and  Holywell  Townships.  The  houses  are 
self-contained,  and  fitted  with  earth  closets. 

Recreation  Grounds  have  been  provided  at  Bertram  Place 
and  Seaton  Terrace,  and  are  very  much  appreciated. 

The  District  is  greatly  improved  by  the  number  of  streets 
that  have  been  relaid  during  the  last  two  years. 

I WATER  SUPPLY. 

I The  District  is  supplied  AAdth  water  from  the  Newcastle 
i and  Gateshead  Water  Company.  It  is  of  good  quality,  and 
the  supply  has  been  constant. 

With  the  exception  of  seven  tenants,  who  still  get  their 
water  from  the  well  at  Holywell  Village,  the  Avhole  District 
is  supplied  from  the  above  source. 

The  total  consumption  for  domestic  purposes  has  been 
32,740,000  gallons  ; an  increase  of  1,148,000  gallons  on  that 
of  last  year.  I 

The  average  consumption  per  head  per  day  has  been  8.5 
gallons. 

A tap  has  been  placed  in  the  yard  of  every  house  at 
Hedley’s  Buildings,  New  York,  and  those  previously  in  the 
back  street  removed.  A iieAv  6 -inch  main  has  been  laid 
from  Holystone  to  Shiremoor  in  order  to  give  a better  supply 
to  the  District. 

A main  has  been  laid  from  Whitley  Row  to  join  the  main 
at  Bertram  Place,  which  goes  to  New  York,  in  order  to 
increase  the  supply  at  New  York  and  Murton. 

Mains  have  also  been  extended  to  the  Building  Estates  ' 
at  Mortimer  Terrace,  Holywell  ; Well  Field,  Earsdon  ; and 
South  Street,  Bertram  Place. 

LIGHTING. 

The  main  roads  in  Murton  ToAvnship  are  lighted  by  gas, 
and  in  the  other  Townships  by  electricity.  These  lights 
are  rather  poor. 
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Gas  mains  are  being  laid  to  Bates  Cottages  and  8eaton 
Terrace,  so  that  the  whole  of  the  houses  in  the  District  will 
soon  be  able  to  have  a supply  of  gas  if  required. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  sewerage  of  the  District,  with  the  exception  of  Bates 
Cottages  and  New  Backworth,  is  carried  to  the  sea.  The 
sewerage  tank  at  Bates  Cottages  is  working  satisfactorily, 
but  the  sewerage  from  New  Backworth,  which  is  discharged 
into  a ditch,  has  not  yet  been  attended  to. 

The  sewer  at  South  Street,  Bertram  Place,  has  been 
relaid.  A new  flushing  tank  has  been  erected  at  Milbourne 
Terrace,  Holywell.  Several  private  drains  have  been  relaid 
after  notice  was  sent  to  the  owners.  All  drains  have  been 
examined  where  infectious  diseases  have  occurred,  and  when 
found  defective,  have  been  put  in  order. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  disposal  of  the  refuse  is  still  done  by  dividing  the 
district  into  sections,  which  are  let  by  tender  to  various 
contractors,  who  must  empty  the  ashpits  and  earth  closets 
frequently.  At  Shiremoor,  Bates  Cottages,  and  Seaton 
Terrace,  this  has  not  been  properly  attended  to. 

At  Medley’s  Buildings,  New  York,  twenty-six  earth 
closets  have  been  erected  in  place  of  the  three  or  four  large 
ashpits  which  previously  existed.  At  Crawford’s  Cottages 
and  Murton  Square,  Murton,  earth  closets  have  been  erected 
and  open  ash  pits  done  away  with.  Also  at  Emmerson  Place, 
Shiremoor,  earth  closets  have  been  substituted  for  ashpits, 
but  there  are  still  a large  number  of  privy  ashpits  in  the 
district,  many  of  them  uncovered  and  in  an  insanitary 
condition.

A tabular  statement  is  appended  in  regard  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  Factories  and  Workshops,  and  defects  found  on 
inspection.

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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 


These  I have  inspected  in  company  with  your  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a few^  cowsheds  which 
require  lime  washing,  they  were  in  good  order. 

There  are  twenty-six  cow  keepers  and  two  purveyors  of 
milk  on  the  register. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 


There  are  seven  Slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  These 
have  been  frequently  inspected  and  found  in  good  order, 
but  some  of  them  have  no  proper  cart  for  the  removal  of 
the  refuse. 

Byelaws  have  not  yet  been  adopted  for  the  regulation  of 
these  premises.

I })eg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  tlie  year 
ending  December  31st,  1910. 

BUILDII^GS. 

During  the  year  ]3lans  have  been  presented  and  approved 
for  over  80  houses,  and  25  have  been  erected,  including 
two  shops  and  a workman’s  club. 

These  are  all  self-contained  houses,  with  proper  earth 
closets. 

A New  Estate  has  been  laid  out  at  Wellfield,  Earsdon, 
for  semi-detached  houses  ; this  will  be  a very  great  improve- 
ment on  the  street  class  of  houses. 

HEDLEY’S  BUILDINGS,  NEW  YORK. 

At  this  place  26  earth  closets  and  coal  houses  have  been 
erected  in  place  of  the  large  uncovered  ashpits  previously 
there. 


CRAWFORD’S  COTTAGES,  iVlURTON. 

These  cottages  have  been  properly  repaired,  and  new 
earth  closets  erected  instead  of  the  large  ashpits. 

IVIURTON  SQUARE. 

This  property  has  also  been  rejmired,  and  earth  closets 
erected. 

The  cottages  near  the  pond,  Murton,  have  been  closed, 
being  unfit  for  habitation. 
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PRIVATE  STREET  WORKS.

The  Backworth  Coal  Company  have  completed  the  street 
works  at  Duke  and  Percy  Streets,  Shiremoor,  Percy  and 
Warkworth  Streets,  Backworth,  also  made  a start  with  the 
street  works  at  Prudhoe  and  Hotspur  Streets,  Backworth. 

During  the  year  200  yards  whin  kerb  and  ashphalt  foot- 
paths have  been  laid  on  the  Backworth  Road,  also  plans 
and  estimates  have  been  prepared  and  an  ap]3lication  sent 
to  the  Road  Boards  for  a grant  towards  tar  grouting  and 
road  improvements  for  the  ensuing  year. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  18 -inch  main  sewer  to  the  sea  is  giving  every  satis- 
faction, also  a good  effluent  is  still  being  obtained  at  the 
Holywell  Sewerage  Works.  The  Holywell  Sewerage  Ground 
is  still  unsatisfactory. 

A sewer  has  been  relaid  with  manholes,  etc.,  at  South 
Street,  Bertram  Place,  at  the  cost  of  £45. 

A large  number  of  notices  have  been  served  to  take  up 
and  relay  drains,  and  in  every  case  this  has  been  attended 
to  by  the  different  owners,  without  reporting  it  to  the 
Council. 

A new  flushing  tank  has  been  fixed  at  Milbourne  Terrace, 
Holywell,  and  several  ventilating  shafts  have  been  fixed. 

The  sewers  are  periodically  flushed  by  automatic  flushing 
tanks  at  the  head  of  each  sewer. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  district  is  supplied  by  water  from  the  Newcastle 
and  Gateshead  Water  Company  at  the  head  of  the  district, 
and  distributed  by  the  Council. 

Fifty-six  new  service  pipes  have  been  laid  during  the 
year. 

The  water  mains  have  been  extended  at  Mortimer  Terrace 
150  yards,  South  Street  50  yards,  Wellfield  Estate,  Earsdon, 
120  yards,  4-inch  main  from  Whitley  Road  to  Bertram 
Place,  to  assist  the  water  supply  to  Murton  and  New  York, 
a distance  of  400  yards,  also  a 2-inch  steel  main  to  the 
lane  side  houses  200  yards. 

Several  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  water  main 
at  Holywell  Village,  leaving  only  about  seven  tenants  who 
carry  their  water  from  the  well. 

The  water  has  been  laid  on  to  each  yard  at  Hedley’s 
Buildings,  New  York.  This  is  a very  great  improvement 
on  the  stand  pipe  supply.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  seven  Slaughterhouses  in  the  district  ; all  have 
I been  frequently  inspected  and  were  generally  found  in  a 
cleanly  condition. 

There  are  no  byelaws  for  the  control  of  these  premises. 

DAIRIES  AND  0OWSHEDS. 

There  are  26  Cowkeepers  and  2 Purveyors  of  Milk  on  the 
register.  The  whole  have  been  visited  from  time  to  time, 
and  notices  served  on  several  for  lime  washing. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

All  notified  diseases  are  visited  and  removal  to  hospital 
is  offered  in  every  case.  Seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  6 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  10  cases  of  Enteric  Fever — a total 
of  23  cases  were  removed  there.  After  removal,  the  houses 
are  disinfected  where  possible,  also  20  house  drains  have 
been  tested  and  made  good. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

They  have  all  been  inspected  and  found  in  good  and 
clean  condition.  No  notices  have  been  served  on  the  owners. 


SCAVENGING. 

The  scavenging  is  still  carried  out  by  contract.  In  several 
districts  there  is  a difficulty  to  secure  deposits. 

In  some  of  the  sections  the  scavenging  is  not  attended 
to  properly. 
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There  are  fourteen  contractors, 

the  district  being  divided 

into  fourteen  sections.

REOHEATIOI^  GROyilD  AND  ALLOTMENTS. 

Land  has  been  leased  near  Bertram  Place  for  a Recreation 
Ground,  The  ditch  was  piped  in  at  a cost  of  £52,  and  a 
start  has  been  made  to  fence  and  put  it  in  order. 

Also  about  5 acres  of  land  has  been  leased  at  Seaton 
Terrace  ; part  has  been  let  as  allotments,  and  part  as  a 
Recreation  Ground.  This  has  also  been  fenced  in. 


LIGHTING. 

The  main  roads  in  the  district  are  lighted  by  electricity 
with  16  c.p.  lamps.  If  this  is  continued,  these  lamps  ought 
to  be  replaced  by  others  of  32  to  50  c.p.  lamps,  which 
would  be  a very  great  improvement. 

Murton  and  New  York  part  of  the  district  is  lighted  by 
gas  lamps,  with  ordinary  burners.  These  ought  also  to  be 
replaced  by  incandescent  burners. 

The  total  number  of  units  used  was  5,781,  as  against 
5,800  last  year. 

The  Tynemouth  Gas  Company  have  about  completed 
the  laying  of  the  gas  mains  to  Bates  Cottages  and  Seaton 
Terrace  parts  of  the  district.
